Laval because he has been unwill-1 
ing or unable to fores Petain to 
acquiesce to the German demand j 
that France throw in her lot with 
the axis, 
Unless Laval is able to deliv­ 
er the goods for Germany in the 
near future the diplomatic sources , 
believe he may be replaced by a 
more 
extreme 
collaborationist, 
such as Jacques Doriot, 
the ex 
Communist who turned Fascist.

Laval, however, is expected to 
make a final effort to please the 
Germans. 
He is said to be con­

British that he has said it would

Acting in concert with the Fed­ 
eral Communications commission 
FBI agents closed one of the last 
remaining channel* through which 
details of American ship move­ 
ments and armament! production 
could be made known to the en­ 
emy.

able to pick out the illegal broad­ 
casting centers. Then, by switch­ 
ing the nubile monitoring equip­ 
ment, FCC agents traced the axis 
information center* to their exact 
locations.

workers thioughout

nation, the United States Em ploy­ 
ment Service has been conducting 
a series of programs in Pickaway 
county througl the local em ploy­ 
ment office in respect to occupa­ 
tional questionnaires sent to draft 
registrants. Each Friday some of 
the men who have filled ques­ 
tionnaires are called into the local 
court house to be interviewed by 
C. A, Bennett, th is district’* head 
of the service. 
Men in filling out their occupa­ 
tional papers are asked to give a 
personal opinion on the job that 
they think they are best suited to 
perform. Also, they hat the sec­ 
ond best skills that they possess. 
In 
many cases th# 
governm ent 
has discovered that these regis­ 
trants do not mention jobs that 
m ay seem to the registrant as 
minor but which arc vital to the 
National Defense program. 
Through the. 
conferences with 
each of the men the Employment 
Service 
gains a better record 
of 
these workers and in a case where 
a worker is found to have skills 
that the governm ent needs at the 
present tim e he is offered a job in 
defense industry. 
Many persons have been m is­ 
led to believe that the letters no­ 
tifying registrants to appear are 
notices of induction into the arm ­ 
ed forces 
It is possible for -the 
government to conscript labor in a 
case where a worker refuses to 
take a vital Job, but this is not the 
thought behind the series of con­ 
ferences. 
In sny case the program Is an 
effort to place men with unusual 
ability where they can best serve 
the defense program.

The Japanese Navy also is reported 
to have cut red tape and government re­ 
ports to the bone, and it gives widest lati­ 
tude to commanders at sea.

Research M ay Find Hope for 
High Blood Pressure Cases

I AM IN receipt of s little book, 
one of a series published called 
Help Your Doctor To Help You 
When You Hate High Blood Pres- 
sure. It discusses in a helpful and 
sensible way such subjects as what 
causes high blood pressure, the 
symptoms of high blood pressure,

what is normal blood pressure and 
treatm ent Under causes of high 
blood pressure a great emphasis is 
put on heredity, although this op­ 
erates in quite a hit and mis? fash­ 
ion. 
May Be Permanent 
One sensible paragraph begins: 
“Patients with hypertension often 
keep going from doctor to doctor 
asking for some treatment that 
will knock the pressure down, but 
it is doubtful if they ever get much 
benefit from the drugs that are 
taken, because even when the pres­ 
sure is lowered for a while, it 
usually soon goes back up to where 
it was before. The point to be re­ 
membered is that if one has high 
blood pressure of the essential type 
one is likely to have it for all one’s 
days." 
In reviewing the subject of high 
blood pressure recently I found 
that surprisingly enough nobody 
knew the incidence of high blood 
pressure. By this I mean nobody 
has ever recorded how many peo­ 
ple st the age of 60, for instance, 
have a blood pressure of over 160. 
There was plenty of work to show 
what the average blood pressure of 
a group of people at the age of 60 
wss, but not th# incidence of 
hypertension. 
The only information we have 
is the report of the insurance com­ 
panies which did not represent a 
cross section of the entire popula­ 
tion because insurance applicants 
obviously are people who think 
themselves in good health. 
In 
order to supplement this, with the 
help of some of my doctor friends 
I gathered together about 2000 
records of people at all ages, most 
of whom were sick enough to con­ 
sult a doctor. 
We took the figure of 150—sys­ 
tolic blood pressure—as being the 


upper limit of normal. We found 
that over 40 per cent of people 
aged from 60 to 54 had a blood 
pressure of 160 or over. This would 
indicate that hi^h blood pressure 
is a physiologic rather than a 
diseased condition-—simply a part 
of the aging process. 
This would also indicate that 
drastic measures to reduce blood 
pressure are not likely to have 
much success. The treatm ent re­ 
commended in this little book con­ 
sists of general measures for re­ 
ducing the pressure of life, par­ 
ticularly getting plenty of rest 
and plenty of sleep. The diet re­ 
commended is liberal, including 
everything from meat to starches. 
Drugs are not advised except in 
spacial cases. 
Future Prospects 
The last p arlo r aph is called “I? 
There Any Hope on the Horizon 
for Persons with Hypertension?" 
The belief is expressed that from 
the amount of research w ork w hich 
is now being done, in the near fu­ 
ture some method will be found ef­ 
fective in lowering pressure and 
preventing the high blood pres­ 
sure of middle age. "Sufferers with 
hypertension must not, then, get 
too discouraged, but must cling to 
hope.”
